Tw 
men guide the plow, another man directa 
the animal, and the elephant marches 
along all day, turning up a ridge and leay- 
ing a furrow three feet deep and foi^ and 
a half feet broad. This is deep and auV 
soil plowing with a yengeance.

CUBA. 

Scfcre at Los Tunas. 

Defeat of the Spaniards in 
a Pitched Battle. 

The Captain General Dreads the 
Volunteers. 



Wasuinoton, Sept. 10.— Letters from Cutw 
vU Key Watt, received yesterday, give tlie 
following acconnt of the battle near Los Lunus 
on the 16th ult: A rcconnoltcring p irty was 
sent out by Gen. Quesuda, numbering 300 
men. In the afternoon of the same day this 
force was attacked by largely superior num- 
ber-, but suecceded, with a loss of 55 killed, 
wounded, and missing, in regaining tUpmain 
body. The Commanding General prepared 
for an attack, which did not take place till 
the 18th. On tlie morning of that day Gen. 
Vaimasedd was reported as approaching with 
a large force of cavalry, artillery, and Infantry, 
and preimrations were immediately made to 
receive him. 

Shortly after sunrise the Spaniards made 
their appearance, and imraodlatcly commenc- 
ed the tight with artillery, which made but 
little impression on the Cubans, when the 
infantry were brought up, and a charge upon 
the Cuban position was ordered. The Cu- 
bans reserved their fire till the Spaniards 
came within range, when the older to fire was 
given, and it was so eflective that the Span- 
iards were thrown into disorder and fell 
back to the protection of the artillery. 

After some til rae hours the attack was re- 
newed by Almascda's entire force, number- 
ing, as reported, over 4.000 cffcctiTa men— 
more than half regular troops. The Cuban 
force numbered about 6,000, of whom 4,000 
were well armed. The contest lasted twelve 
lioura, when the Spaniards were compelled to 
give way and fiill back on their fortifications. 
The loss of the Cubans in killed was 72, among 
them several officers, whose names arc not 
given; wounded severely, 107; slightly, 150; 
missing, 45 — while that of the Spaniards is re- 
ported in killed and wounded at over 600. 
Two hundred of their dead and wounded were 
left on the field. There were nearly 400 de- 
serters, and 270 prisoners were captured. 

Deserters report that Gen. 'Valmasida had 
all his available furee in this engaeement, ond 
bad thirty-three pieces of artillery of the most 
approved character, six of which were twenty- 
four pounders, rified Parrott guns, with tv.o 
regiments of cavalry and six brigades of ' - 
fautry. The Cubans had only thirteen pieces 
of artillery of small calibre, with iia effective- 
ly equipped cavalry. 

The result of this battle, which has been tlie 
first ot importapee since the comnieucement 
of the rcTOlution, causes great rejoicing in the 
Cuban army and among tliosc of the Island 
who sympathi7.p with their Biovemcnt. 

A le'ter from Havana states that the Gov- 
ernment exercises the most rigid surveilance 
over the telegraph and malls so that nothing 
is permitted to be sent by telegraph giving 
accounts of military operations, excepting 
that furnished by the Goverument. Ev^y 
private dispatch passes lb tough the hands of 
Spanish officials. The same letter says the 
Captain-General is in constant dread of the 
volunteers, and fears they will drive him out 
and seize the goverument and declare the 
Island independent of Spain. Gen Lcsca, 
who has been here for sometime, is known to 
be in the interest of the volunteers. 

Outrages increase fearfully, and are of a 
character too revolting to be believed.

Sherrard, jr., and Thomas Mears, 
of thi.s city, and Superintendent Card, 
with his assistant, IJrock, were on the 
ground, caring for the wounded sufferers, 
removing the dead to the care of their 
friends, and clearing the road of the 
wreck. 

The heat must have been intense. The 
heavy rails were so badly warped that th«‘y 
were rendered useless, and new ones were 
required to be laid. 

On e.xainlnatiun of the engines, it wa.s 
found that the boiler of the construction 
engine was firmly driven into the boiler of 
the freight engine; a terrible telescopic ar- 
rangemeut. 

The freight destroyed wa.s bound to 
points west of this,"and consisted of gen- 
eral store assortments. Large bales of 
carpets, boxes of dry goods, hogsheads of 
sugar, and fine and coarse articles innu- 
merable, lie scattered about the vicinity 
of the disaster, all more or less injured by 
the fire. 

It is now known that, with the excep- 
tion of the three killed, no one was seri- 
ously injured, e.xcept Mr. Howard.

n. S. TROOPS SENT TO RESCUE 
HIM, ETC., ETC. 

Fro’n the Memphis Ap|ieal, y?stenlay. 
pas.senger who arrived hj' the Meni- 
piris and Charleston railroad lust night, 
gives us the following particulars of a 
most atroc’ous and infamous outrage — a 
deed characteristic, however, of the pres- 
ent “powers.that be,” and rule over this 
“free and enlightened country.” 

On Mondaj' evening last a man named 
Trautweine, a deputy U. S. Internal Uev- 
enue Collector, withal a dirty llad-Uepub- 
lican, stilts nilotte, accompanied by an- 
other of his ilk, named Whitmore, a thief 
and liar by his own confeasion, went out 
to his farm to arrest an old man named 
Dcdman, whose alleged crime was that he 
had converted a few bushels of peaches 
into brondy for home consumption. 

On arriving at Mr. Dedinan’s they 
found him engaged in some occupation 
about the stable, and immediately placed 
him under arrest. Not knowing “where- 
fore.” he demurred, but was forced by the 
two brutes to mount their wagon nolens 
roleiis. About midway between the 
stableyard and house, hewa.s told by either 
Trautstein or Whitmore to “run for his 
life.” This he essayed to do, and as he 
made the attempt he was shot down by 
the two Yankee “universal suffragi.sts,” 
who luul merely enticed him to make the 
attempt in order to murder him the more 
scientifically. 

The poor old man was killed, but the 
shots, reverberating among the hills aud 
vales around Ringgold drew out a number 
of the better class of citizeiKs, who imme- 
diately arrested the two thieving, murder- 
ing universal suffragists, and committed 
them to Ringgold jaif. 

They, relying of course on the support 
of the “General Government,’’ immedi- 
ately sent hy telegraph for* United States 
troops to protect and rescue them. The 
last wc heard (through our informant 
mentioned above) no less than one whole 
battalion of United States troops had 
been sent and were on their way (Wed- 
nesday evening) to take these murderers 
out of jail. We await further develop-
